In the same spirit, his 
Lordship now calls for contributions to supply 
the half - starving Board - School children of 
London with a free dinner—that is, in all cases 
where their parents cannot afford to pay for the 
meal. The very necessity of making this appeal 
to the benevolent to feed the hungry little ones 
of London should show the Lord Mayor the 
inexpediency of appealing for help for the 
Chinese. The Lazarus at our gate needs our 
immediate aid.

600 yards from shore, her bow pointing E.N.E., 
drawing 30 ft. aft and 29ft. forward. There was 
water in the hold, fore and aft, most forward.

THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH ‘TO THE RESCUE. 

The Alexandra, with the Duke of Edinburgh 
on board, and other war-vessels, at once pro- 
ceeded from Malta to the Sultan’s assistance. 
The other ships were the Téméraire, Albacore, 
Landrail, Samson, and Hellespont. A German 
steamer also went alongside. 

Admiral the Duke of Edinburgh took an 
active part in the endeavours to get the Sultan 
afloat. The ship lay between two rocks, about 
level with the foremast, the rest of the vessel 
being buoyed up by the sea. The Téméraire and 
two dockyard tugs twice on Sunday endeavoured 
to haul the Sultan off. Although they were 
unsuccessful, the attempt was considered very 
encouraging. Air-bags were placed at the fore- 
peak next to the water-tight compartment, and

H.M.S. SULTAN 

ranks amongst the largest ironclad men-of-war 
in the British Navy, having a gross tonnage of 
9290, but her age and inferior speed and arma- 
ment have placed her in the second class of 
battle-ships. She was launched in 1870, at 
Chatham, having been built from the designs of 
Sir E. J. Reed, then Chief Constructor of the 
Navy. Her official speed is given as 13} knots 
estimated, and her heavy cannon were all 
muzzle-loaders of moderate size, eight being 
18-ton 10-inch, and four 12-ton 9-inch guns, 
while seven 4-inch breech-loaders, four lighter 
guns, four quick - firing and eleven machine- 
guns completed her armament. She carried 
also two torpedo - boats, and had several 
torpedo - tubes fitted to her hull. For de- 
fensive purposes she was plated with armour. 
The batteries are so arranged as to obtain a 
nearly all-round fire, the guns at the end of each 
broadside working through indented ports, which 
permit of their being discharged almost in a line 
with the keel. Her first cost was £485,155, and 
since her launch her maintenance has involved 
an outlay of about a quarter of a million. 
According to the latest Navy List the Sultan was 
temporarily attached to the Mediterranean 
squadron, her principal officers being Captain 
Ernest Rice and Commander G. M. Henderson.

BRISTOL AND TAUNTON 
FLOODS. 


West or Encianp men resident in London, and 
their name is Legion, were very much concerned 
to hear that floods had wrought a vast amount 
of damage in certain quarters of Bristol and in 
Taunton, and neighbouring towns.

In 
one suburban garden I noticed the devastation 
was complete, with the exception of one mound, 
upon which a small summer-house was erected, 
and in the raised beds at its side there was an 
oblong bed of golden crocuses beautiful in the 
bright sunshine, and looking all the more beau- 
tiful because they were left within an inch of 
destruction. A gentleman who joined us

told us that the people in the lower parts of the 
town were in a panic, though it was believed that 
the danger had passed. ... The further one 


_ travelled in the direction of Bristol the worse it 


became. What was river, what meadow, what 
cornfield, what garden-ground, no one could tell. 
The conntry was one vast expanse of water, with 
many a small cottage cut off, and standing with 
the water lapping it around to the height of the 
window sills. This, of course, had been the case

A 
great part of the country between Bristol and 
Taunton was laid under water, railway traffic was 
in some places effectually stopped, and

owing to the flood rendering approach difficult, it 
was found impossible to extinguish a fire which 
broke out in atimber-yard. The floods of March, 
in fine, will long be sadly remembered in Taunton, 
Bristol, and Bath. We regret to have toadd that 
some slight loss of life from the floods is reported 
from Leicester and Nottingham.

The Prince of Wales, who returned to Marl- 
borough House on Sunday morning from the Con- 
tinent, is expected to visit York early next week for 
the purpose of inspecting the 10th Hussars; and on 
the 27th H.R.H. goes to Liverpool for the races, 
during which he will be the guest of Lord and Lady 
Sefton at Croxteth. 


The Lord Steward has issued invitations, ‘ by 
command of the Queen,” to the members of the 
council of the Royal Agricultural Society to a 
banquet on Tuesday, the 26th, in celebration of the 
jubilee of the society. The Prince of Wales is to 
preside at this function, which is to take place in the 
banqueting-room at St. James’s Palace, and Prince 
Albert Victor, the Duke of Cambridge, and Prince 
Christian are to be present. 


There is very little probability of the Garrick 
Theatre being opened before Easter, although the 
rehearsals of Mr. Pinero’s serious play (which, by 
the way, is to be called ‘‘ The Profligate’’) have 
commenced at ‘l'oole’s. Mr. Willard, being dis- 
satisfied with his sentimental part, has thrown it up, 
and has not yet been replaced. ‘Ihe small part which 
Mr. Hare takes himself scarcely exceeds a dozen lines. 


It is satisfactory to note that the builders and 
proprietors of new theatres invariably do their 
utmost to provide for the comfort and convenience of 
their constant patron, the Prince of Wales.

| his relatives, as, by the Hohenzollern family statutes, 
he can deprive any Prince or Princess who disobeys 
him of any share in the State fund or family fortune. 


The Emperor later on explained to his mother 
that Prince Alexander was trifling with Prince- s 
Victoria, and he acquainted her with the Loisinger 
story. Then came a right royal row at Osborne, as 
both the Queen and the Empress were not merely 
furious, but also much ashamed of having so 
seriously committed themselves in support of Prince 
Alexander. 


Lord Salisbury is the resolute opponent of any 
changes which may diminish his patronage either in 
the number of places at Court or in the amount of 
the salaries. 


Lord Portarlington was one of the very select 
number of good landlords in Ireland, as the result of 
which he lived on good terms with his tenantry.

For South America Madame Patti receives cash 
down (guaranteed by a specified sum deposited with 
Messrs. Rothschild before she started) £36,000 for 
thirty performances, at the minimum price of £1200 
per night. If the receipts at any one concert amount 
to over £2400—and they several times did so last 
year—Madame Patti, I understand, is entitled to a 
share of the balance. 


In the twelve months, more or less, between the 
coming Easter and the Easter of 1890 Madame Patti 
will receive sums which in the aggregate amount to 
the enormous total of £67,600. This, however, is 
altogether apart from certain contingent payments, 
which may bring the figures up to the hundred 
thousand pounds a year which was once popularly 
supposed to be the height of the ambition of a duke. 


CAREER OF TOM MATTHEWS. 


Otp playgoers will regret to hear of the death 
(as chronicled in our ‘“‘Stage Gossip”) at 
Brighton, in the eighty-fourth year of his age, 
of Mr. Tom Matthews, the famous clown and 
pantomimist. Matthews, who was born in 
London on Oct. 17, 1805, was early in life 
engaged for some four years in the office of the 
Independent Whig (subsequently the Argus), first 
in the Strand, afterwards in Chancery-lane. He 
had, however, a strong liking for the stage, and 
through the influence of someone on the staff 
of the Argus he obtained an engagement at the 
Olympic Theatre. 

Subsequently he became a pupil of the cele- 
brated ‘‘ Joey” Grimaldi at Sadler’s Wells 
Theatre, where he made his first appearance on 
Boxing Night, 1829, as clown in a pantomime 
with the somewhat sombre title of ‘“‘'The Hag of 
the Forest Raven.” During succeeding seasons, 
for a period of nearly forty years, he played in 
pantomime at Sadler’s Wells, Covent-Garden, 
Drury-Lane, and other houses. 

Tom Matthews was really the only legitimate 
descendant of Grimaldi’s mode of interpreting 
pantomime since seen on the English stage. His 
last appearance was at Drury-Lane, in 1865. Tom 
Matthews was rarely seen out of London, though 
he made one or two appearances, many years ago, 
at the old Theatre Royaly Fountain-street, and 
the old Queen’s Theatre, in Spring-gardens. The 
recognition of his high abilities by our own 
“Showman ” a few years ago elicited from the 
veteran Clown a warm letter of thanks to 
**Codlin.’’ 


THE STEAMER EARL OF ULSTER ran recently 
into the lighthouse at the entrance to the river, near 
Belfast, and knocked it over. The vessel’s bow and 
paddles were damaged. The lighthouse-man, who 
had a narrow escape, was conveyed on board ship 
to Belfast. 

STATE OF IRELAND.—Mr. Justice Holmes, open- 
ing the Assizes at Clonmell on Tuesday, congratu- 
lated the Grand Jury on the peaceable state of the 
Southern Division of Tipperary. The calendar con- 
tained only eleven cases, eight of which were of 
malicious assault, and one of arson. The state of the 
country, on the whole, showed an ‘improvement as 
compared with previous returns. 

ALLOTMENTS IN LINCOLNSHIRE. — Lord Wil- 
loughby de Eresby, who has already granted over 
100 acres of his Lincolnshire estates for allotments to 
the labourers near Bourne, is now still further ex- 
tending his allotments system. He has just granted 
a number of two-acre pasture allotments to working- 
men in the same locality who possess a horse or cow, 
but have not convenience for pasture. This is the 
first experiment of the system of cow pasture allot- 
ments in this part of Lincolnshire.

HOW THE GAME IS PLAYED. , 

The game of base-ball in theory is remarkably 
simple, although it has many intricate regulations. 
It consists simply of two opposing teams who en- 
deavour to secure the greatest number of circuits of 
the bases within a limited number of innings. Each 
side consists of nine men, and the game must be 
played on a regularly planned enclosure, as shown 
in the diagram given in our Artist’s Sketch. ‘The 
field, it will be seen, is laid out with a continuous 
path in the shape of a diamond. At each corner of 
the figure is a base-bag of canvas, filled with sand 
or hair, and strapped securely to the ground. They 
are known as first base, second base, third base, and 
home plate, the distance between each being 90 ft.

| bowler, who is the only player who stands inside 
the diamond, is placed within a parallelogram 4 ft. 
wide by 5 f*. 4 in. long, the nearest side of which is 
50ft. from the batsman. Behind the home plate 
stands the catcher, whose duties are much of the 
same kind as those of the wicket-keeper at cricket, 
he having to receive the ball from the pitcher and 
return it to him should it not be hit by the batsman. 
Immediately behind the catcher is placed the um- 
pire, who judges every ball pitched and all play 
during the game. The infield, consists of first, 
second, and third basemen, who stand near their 
respective bases, with the short slip half way between 
the second and third basemen; while the outfield, 
stationed from 100 yards to 150 yards from the in- 
field, comprise the right, centre, and left fielders. 
* * * * 

The choice of going in to bat or to field remains 
always with the captain of the home team. The 
batsmen, in the order of the card, follow each other 
in regular turn, until three batsmen have been put 
out by the efforts of the opposing fielders. ‘Then the 
sides change and the fielding side take their places 
at batting until three of their men are put out. ‘The 
innings is ended at this point, and when nine such 
innings have been completed, requiring from one 
hourand a half to two hours to get through, the game 
is over, and the side which has scored the most runs 
wins the game. A batsman endeavours to hit the ball 
to such a part of the field as will enable him to run from 
home to the first base before the fielder can return 
it to the first baseman stationed there. He may, 
if he can, before the outfields return the bail, make 
the complete circuit, which scores one to his side. 
A batsman is out if a fielder can catch the ball before 
it reaches the ground, or if he can recover it in time 
to throw it to the base for which the runner is 
making before he reaches it. The pitcher must 
deliver the ball over the home plate, and between the 
knee and shoulders of the batsman. If he fail to 
give a fair ball five successive 
times the batsman is entitled to 
take the first base. For each fair 
ball the umpire calls ** Strike.”
